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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the claims as finally rejected do not distinguish the 
claimed system and method from the cited prior art. 

Applicant again argues that the prior art does not teach "positioning means moving in combination with moving the beam in the scanning 
process" and further states that the examiner is incorrect in stating the this limitation is not claimed. The examiner respectfully disagrees 
and points out that the claimed language states that there is a scanning processes and there is a positioning means, but there is nothing in 
the claim that states that these features are done together in combination, i.e., the claimed language only states that a specimen is 
scanned by the scanning module at some time and then positioning is done at some time to compensate for image changes. Therefore, 
Tsuneta does not have to teach positioning means moving in combination with moving the beam in the scanning process and the rejection 
is still appropriate. 

Applicant again argues that an electron microscope cannot be considered an optical microscope because it produces a different beam 
(electron vs. light) and is manipulated by sources of electromagnetic field which are completely different from lenses, prisms, mirrors, and 
other reflective and transmissive devices used for the manipulating beams in optical microscopy. The examiner respectfully disagrees and 
points out that there is no special definition in the specification as to what an "optical microscope" is. Therefore the examiner is taking the 
broadest reasonable interpretation which is a microscope that has optical elements (e.g., lenses, prisms, mirrors) in it. As previously stated 
Zaluzec is an electron microscope which aslo includes lenses to manipulate the beam and therefore can also be considered optical. 
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
